train 
between 
Reno 
and 
Sparks, 


catching it again west of Reno 


Both cars in which they were riding 


were completely darkened, not a sin- 
gle light being fn sight.

men stood guard at the door His name 
is A Reamer 
Officers Trembly and 


Brown were the first to attempt to 
pass him 
He tried to bar their prog- 


ress, but Deputy Sheriff Tim Regan, 
•who -was close by, grabbed him by the 
arms and pushed him back.

-was huirying to and fro In the dark- 
ened car and by the time the officers 
were inside the weapons, if *any there 
•were, were placed In hiding.

It was then decided to 


place Reamer under arrest/ He fought 
with all the strength of a madman and 
it requiip"jthe three officers to pull 
hfm onto "(he station platform.
